The great event of the week and one of the great- 
est of the century was announced in a few lines 
from Norway, when the first independent Norwegian 
Parliament opened.

Is “personality” to supplant statesmanship in the 


government of the world? 


The German Emperor has a striking, interesting, 


peculiar personality. And when his statesmanship

On Wednesday telegrams were published on offi- 
cial authority from the White House, announcing 
that Secretary Shaw of the Treasury and Attorney- 
General Moody will be succeeded in the Cabinet by 
Oscar S. Straus of New York and George L. V. 
Meyer of Massachusetts. Straus, who will be Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor, served as Minister 
to Turkey under the Cleveland administration and 
changed parties by voting for McKinley and Roose- 
velt in 1900. It is said that he will be “the first 
Hebrew to enter the Cabinet.” His influence among 
financiers, high and Jow, is strong, both in New York 
and Europe. The Cabinet changes will not take 
place until after the elections, but the announcement 
was timely, as “good politics” in New York. 








The congressional campaign continued to develop 
its curious complications, obscuring the issues. Mr. 
Bryan talked Government ownership of railroads in 
an explanotory way in Indiana. In Missouri ex- 
Gov. Dockery, who went over to fmperialism in 1898, 
was reported in the “back districts” advocating the 
seizure of Cuba, United States Senator Stone, an- 
other “paroled prisoner” of expansion in 1898, was 
still pursued through Missouri by his relations to 
the Baking Powder Trust as an “attorney” promot- 
ing the legislation at Jefferson City which resulted 
finally in the alum lobby scandal.

The Republican campaign orators continued feeble, 
avoiding all issues of principle as unnecessary in such 
a situation and talking “prosperity,” on the evidence 
of artistically twisted statistics from the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor. 
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Ex-Senator Joseph R. Burton of Kansas began on 
Tuesday serving his sentence in the comfortable Jail 
at Ironton, just at the opening of the beautiful Ar- 
cadia Valley,.

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CENTURY TRAIN RUNS IN ENGLAND. 

The practice of running express trains over dis- 
tances exceeding 100 miles without a stop upon Brit- 
ish railroads is being extensively developed. At the 
present time there are some 150 of these ‘century 
trains,”” as they are called, running in the dally 
schedules of the various trunk railroads in various 
parts of the country. The speed in nearly all cases 
is well over 55 miles an hour. 

The longest run is still carried out upon the Great 
Western Railroad between London and Plymouth, a 
distance of 225% miles, which also holds the record in 
point of speed, an average of 59.2 miles per hour be- 
ing maintained throughout the journey. The Midland 
Railroad comes second, with a nonstop run of 196 
miles, at an average speed of 56.1 miles per hour. 

The fastest booked running, however, is maintained 
upon the service of the Great Western between J-on- 
don and Bristol. The distance is 118% miles, and the 
scheduled time for the journey is 120 minutes. 

In majority of cases, however, this train runs well 
in advance of the booked time and invariably main- 
tains an average speed of well over a mile a minute 
throughout the journey, one of the most noteworthy 
runs being made a few weeks ago, when an average 
speed of over 67 miles per hour was maintained. 
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STOPS VESSEL ROLLING. 

Experiments have been made at the mouth of the 
Elbe to test the value of the invention of a German 
engineer named Otto Schlick, who claims to have 
discovered an efficient method of preventing the vio- 
lént motion of a ship at sea. The invention consists 
of a kind of turbine fitted vertically to the ship's 
keel. When set in motion the turbine counteracts the 
ship’s tendency to roll from side to side. An old 
torpedo. boat, the Seebar, was fitted with Herr 
Schlick’s apparatus for a trial trip in rough weather 
off the mouth of the Elbe. The ship rolled to the ex- 
tent of nine degrees, but after the turbine Was Set 
in motion she only rolled one degree. The result was 
attained without any réduction of seaworthiness, and 
the ship’s buoyancy was unaffected. 

The trial trip thus proved the success of the inven- 
tion when applied to a small ship, but it remains to 
be seen whether it is equally suitable for large ocean- 
going steamships. Herr Schlick claims two important 
advantages for hig invention. Its application to war- 
ships would greatly facilitate a sure aim in a naval 
battle, while in the case of liners great reliéf would 
be afforded to passengers suffering from sea-sick- 
ness. 
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DUST REMOVAL BY MACHINE. 

Laying the dust in a city is harder than laying @ 
ghost in a story. Italy has essayed the problem by 
removal. The invention takes the form of a species 
of dust cart acting automatically. By machinery con- 
tained within it not only collects together but scoops 
up the dust and leaves a clean road behind it. It is 
stated that the municipal authorities of severa) Ital- 
lan cities have taken up the invention and will put 
lit to a practical test.

The Diagrams Today. 

In the two diagrams today, the theory 
of attack under the new rules is set 
forth very clearly. 

In both of these diagrams the attack- 
ing side has been placed on what might 
be called a right formation, that is, the 
left tackle has been placed in the line 
on the right side, thereby throwing a 
preponderous weight on that side. 

The back field has also been moved 
over to the right somewhat. 

Now our problem is to keep. the 


exactly the same thing. In the mean- 
time, the opposing right end has prob- 
ably run back into the attacking terrli- 
tory-as far-.as- point X. The left half- 
back runs-back to him, and the quarter- 
back, carrying the ball, runs directly at 
him. If the end rush lets the left half- 
beck go on by, the quarterback passes 
the ball over, the end rushes head to 
the left halfback, who goes on.down the 
field. The left end, in the meantime, 
has jumped forward to block the oppos- 
ing right halfback, who has undoubted- 
ly been watching him before he ran to 
back up. The left guard and center go 


under the interference, which is so close 
to him, but he should keep them off 
with his stiff arms and keep the play 
in as close as possible, not allowing it 
to go around him. 

On a simple formation attack the end 
should cross into the opposing back 
fleld as quickly as possible, so if they 
are going to make a forward pass they 
will have to make it from behind their 
own line of scrimmage. 

Quarterback Kick. 

The quarterback kick is an exceed- 
ingly effective play for keeping the ser- 
ond line of defense well back; in fact. 
some teams are playing the man who is 
supposed to back up the center of the 
line back say 15 yards to watch for 
just such plays. In this way your two 

















lished before the football season open- 
ed, it was set forth very plainly that 
the use of tricks under the new rules 
would be highly efficacious in forcing 
the second line of defense well back 
and therefore in this way making the 


weight of the defense evenly balanced, 
because if the weight: of the defense is 
not shifted to balance the weight of the 
offense we have secured a distinct ad- 
vantage in favor of the latter. 

How are we going to keep the weight 
of the defense evenly balanced? 

The very first move in doing this is 
never to shift your ends to one side or 
the other. I have seen several teams 
this year shift ends. It is certainly a 
very foolish move. To illustrate, sup- 
pose we move our left end, in diagram 
9, over to the right side of the line in- 
stead of moving our left tackle, as in 
the diagram. Immediately the opposing 
team would realize that we could not 
make any forward pass on the weak 
side of our line (we will call the left the 
weak side, because our weight is shift- 
ed to the right). 

The trick shown in diagram 9 is iIn- 
tended to keep the defensive formation 
from being shifted to meet the shifted 
attack. 

In this trick the quarterback receives 
the ball from center and makes believe 
to run to the right. After he has gone 
a couple of steps he turns and runs to 
the left. The left halfback has done 


the new rules where two teams are 
evenly balanced and both teams can 
kick and catch equally well, that it will 
be impossible for either side to score 
without the aid of trick plays made 
with forward passes and short kicks, or 
scoring with “forward pass tricks,”’ 
placement kicks, drop kicks and field 
goals. 

It has been pretty well proven that 
no team playing against an evenly- 
matched eleven can gain any great dis- 
tance of ground consistently on straight 
football, therefore if it cannot gain, the 
ground on kicks, the one alternative left 
is tricks. Undoubtedly most all of the 
new tricks will be based on the for- 
ward pass, because the possibilities in 
that direction are very great. 

Another very important point to be 
considered is that the fear of forward 
passes will tend to shake up the de- 
fcnse so that a powerful, simple attack 
will prove very formidable.

Teaching Generalship. 

A very good way for a coach to teach 
a quarterback generalship is fora couple 
of days before each important contest to 
take him out on the field alone before

This ig the opinion Prof. Albert Dick- 
ens of the Kansas State Agricultural 
College, the man who for the past year 
has been assigned to the work of ex- 
pending the $2500 appropriated by the 
last Legislature for the purpose of ex- 
perimenting in oil roadmaking, gave the 
Topeka Journal. 

“The cost of oiling a sandy road,’’ 
said Prof. Dickens, while the guest of 
F. D. Coburn, secretary of the State 
Board of Agriculture, “will be about 
$1200 a mile. Some roads will cost more 
than others. This is only about one- 
third the cost of macadam roads, and 
where stone is not plentiful, {s much 
less than a third. 

Several Miles Oitled. 

“We have constructed oil roadways in 
four different parts of the State. Our 
most extensive experiment was near 
Garden City, where we oiled a little 
over a mile of road. ‘The sandy soil ab-

“Out at Garden City where the sand 
is probably as heavy as any place in 
the State, the oil experiments are 
watched with the greatest interest. 
The whole of Western Kansas would 
be benefited greatly if the oll road 
cumes int) general use. There is a rich 
farming country tributary to Garden 
City, which is at times almost cut off 
from the town because of the heavy 
sand in the roads. The roads are so 
bad that a horse cannot haul more 
than 19 bushels of wheat at a load. 

“The farmers living near Garden City 
and the merchants in the town are 
talking of oiling the main roads lead- 
ing to this tributary country, so that 
the farmers can come into town /re- 
gaurdless of the sand. 

“We have found that narrow tired 
wagons cut up the road badiy after it 
has been oiled, while the  wide-tired 
wagons tend to make it more solid and 
firm. This is of course true to a great 
extent of the effect of the tires on or- 
dinary roads.”’ 

It is likely that the next legislature 
will be asked to continue the appro- 
priation for oil road experiments, in; } 
order that tests may be made in other! 
portions of the State, and establish| 
fully the practicability of this method 
of good roads making.

riding. eastward, and was pa‘sf:ing a 
moving trolley car when the c 4 auffeur 
saw a small boy jump from fsa front 
of the car directly in the patf. of the 
machine. In an effort to save the boy, 
Schroeder turned the machilsw: toward 
the curb, and as it struck the curb, 
Snyder, who was in the rear «seat, was 
thrown against an iron trolley’ pole and 
his skull was fractured at tise base of 
the brain. 

The boy, Arthur Rodell, was knocked 
down and died later. Schroeder 
was not hurt. Mr. Snyder vfas taken to 
Agnew Hospital, near by, bly t died with- 
out regaining consciousr ¢esss. Young 
Rodell, wso is 18 years o.éi, suffered a 
fracture of the skull ancy internal in- 


juries.

Carey M. Snyder, who, while a fugi- 
tive from justice, was murdered near 
Hillsboro, Ore., several months ago. 
Carey Snyder's body was found about 
a month ago, He was believed to 
be one of the three men who robbed 
a bank at Forest Grove, Ore., and 
the Oregon officers were trying to 
arrest him. Carey Snyder had been 
tried for highway robbery in _ this 
city before going to Oregon, and had 
been released on a parole. 

The elder Snyder is survived by a 
widow and three sons—Robert M. Jr., 
Roy and Kenneth. Robert M. Snyder 
Jr. lives in Independence, Mo. | Roy 
Snyder is a student in Harvard College 
school near Boston. When killed Mr. 
Snyder was going to his home on Inde- 
pendence boulevard, near Gladstone 
boulevard, one of the finest residences 
in the city. 

Notwithstanding Schroeder’s statement 
that the machine was not going faster 
than 10 miles an hour, witnesses of the 
accident say that the automobile driven 
by Schroeder was running at a terrific 
rate of speed and that Schroeder was 
racing with-another automobile.

There were many reports of the 
use of boodle in this connection. Synder 
then sold out at a profit which made 
him a millionaire and retired from the 
gas business. 

Snyder's bank, by that time firmly 
established, continued in business, but 
Snyder sought Eastern business oppor- 
tunities, and was little in Kansas City 
until 1900. In that year he changed his 
bank to the Citizens’ National, and soon 
afterward, quarreling with his agsoci- 
ate, sold his holdings and retired from 
the banking business. Meantime Snyder 
had become famous in St. Louis through 
the colossal Central Traction franchise 
enterprise. 

There were several leading spirits in 
this biggest of St. Louis street railroad 
projects, but Snyder is believed to have 
heen the author of the bold plan. 

This was no other than to force all the 
s{reet railroads of St. Louis, then com- 
prised in a half dozen independent sys- 
tems, to buy out or sell out. To compe! 
ihfis, the Central Traction blanket fran- 
*hise scheme was designed as a “mace.” 

A bill was nrepared, covering streets 
in all parts of St. Louls, naralleling a 
the existing lines and reaching all pointe 
of impbrtance. It was never intended 
that these lines shonld be built—since 
the passage of the bill less than four 
miles of them have been builit—but jt 
was the purpose to obtain a franchise 
whose ho'ders could force the exigtine 
lines to buy them out, or could sell out 
to a company which would absorb the 
existing Ines.

“All, all 
has been dispensed in charity,”’ they 
say. 

Challenged to point to one of the stu- 
pendous charities of Mrs. Eddy, Mr. 
Ladd, after much pondering, declared 
that each year she gave shoes to al! 
Concord’s poor upon the occasion of the 
county fair. 


It transpired that every year Mrs. Ed- 
dy pays for shoes to the amount of two 
Or three hundred dollars. It also ap- 
pears that the faithful during the yea 
sent small sums to be devoted to this 
annual charity, and this was the only 
“charity” which Cousin Ladd was able 
to instance, save in a general and inde- 
terminate way. 

Mrs. Eddy has said in her publications 
that she gave away, ‘‘to balance her ac- 
count with her conscience,”’ all of the 
$40,000 a year which she gathered in 
from her College of Christian Science 
healing. 

The gift of a single dollar from this 
source is challenged by those best cal- 
culated to know the facts. 

“She has no fortune,” says Mrs. Bd- 
dy’s spokesmen. Her closest friends es- 
cimate that she had derived between 
$15,000,000 and $20,000,000 from her 
church dues, her college, her publica- 
tion, the sale of her “Science and 
Health" and the gifts which have con- 
stantly been showered upon her.

Mrs. Eddy is not consistently modest, 
however, for in her writings she has 
referred to her own “unexampled gen- 
erosity and charity.” 


Her Income a Million. 


The income from the various business 
ventures, for which the Church of 
Christ, Scientist, furnishes a pretext, 
yields to Mrs. Eddy and her clique of 
managers about a million a year. The 
membership in the First Church, or 
“Mother Church,”’ in Boston, yields 
$200,000. The sale of “Science and 
Health,’’ purchase of the rapidly recur- 
ring editions of which is enjoyed. under 
pain of expulsion on the faithful, yields 
another quarter of a million annually, 
for Mrs. Eddy gets a royalty of $1 upon 
each book. Her income from the week- 
ly, monthly, quarterly magazines and 
from other publications is placed at fully 
$350,000 a year... The: income from the 
collede is admitted to be  $40,- 
000 a year, and the contributions of 
members, under various invitations, 
swells the grand total up to, if not be- 
yond, a million a year. 

“Regular readers’ sidétracked, and 
in order to preserve her own sway 
over the personnel and finances of the 
organization, Mrs. Eddy did not hesi- 
tate to degrade the ministers of the 
church, “or “Readers,’’ as they are 
called. Prof. Hering, reader of the 
“Mother Church’ of Boston; Mrs. Stet- 
son, head of the First Church, New 
York, and others who were preaching 
their way into popularity, and who 
might secure a personal following 
which bid fair to threaten the security 
of Mrs. Eddv's position, were removed 
from their posts through the working 
of a three-year rotation rule, devised 
for the exigency. Mrs. Eddy issued an 
order forbidding the delivery of the 
customary sermon in the churches, 
confining the services to the alternate 
reading of the Bible and Mrs. Eddy’ 
book, “Science and Health.” 

One conver@ant with the earlier his- 
torv of Mrs. Eddy finds it difficult to 
reconcile the extraordinary business 
acumen now display«§ with the woe- 
ful lack of the same quality exhibit- 
ed by her up to the age of 60. Up to 
that period Mrs. Eddy was a failure. 
Nothing that she did resulted in win- 
ning for her bread or a roof over her 
head. For vears she was a pensioner 
upon relatives or good-natured and 


charitable strangers. 
Throughout an ordinary lifetime 
this woman, posing ulternately as a 
Spiritualist, a Disciple of the late 
Prof. Quimby of Maine, and the only 
original discoverer and founder of 
Christian Science, abided in poverty. 
After each failure she would seek out

The Government's determination to 
‘institute proceedings in St. Louls 
against the Standard Oil monpoly is 
said to be due to the remarkable suc- 
cess of Attorney-General Hadley in 


gathering evidence in the injunction and 
ouster suits against the Standard in In- 
diana, the Waters-Pierce and Republic 
O companies, which showed more 
cléarly than anything that has hereto- 
fore happened just how the oil business 
of the country is conducted. 

If the present plans of the Govern- 
ment, according to Washington infor- 
mation, are carried out, St. Louis may 
see John D. Rockefeller, H. H. Rogers, 
William Rockefeller, John D. Archbold 
and other Standard Oil millionaires on 
the witness stand. These men personal- 
ly will be made defendants to the action 
as well as the Standard Oil corpora- 


tions. The suit will be similar to the 
injunction proceedings against’ the 
Northern Securities Co., tried in St.

A North Side Dispensary ambulance 
driven at a furious pace by William 
Detter in an effort to get to the home 
of a man who had taken earbolic acid 
in time to save his life, was struck by 
an eastbound Bellefontaine car at Four- 
teenth street and Bremen avenue at 10 
o’clock last night.

Willing to Be Shown That 
Fewer Hours Means Bet- 
ter Service. 


The three-platoon system and whether 
it would benefit the city or leave it 
more poorly policed than at present was 
discussed with Post-Dispatch reporters 
yesterday by the members of the Board 
of Police Commissioners. Messrs. Jones 
and Fristoe are unaiterably opposed to 
the three-platoon system under the 
present statute restriction to 1100 men. 
President Stewart is willing to have fig- 
ures shown thim, while Commissioner 
Bland, who has been away and is not 
so familiar with the subject, favors it, 
but can’t see how the limited number of 
men can be divided into three sections. 
Mayor Wells, the ex-officio member, 
would not discuss the subject. 

The Police Commissioners are not re- 
stricted as to the money they can spend 
in the department. There is no law 
regulating the number of hours patrol- 
men must be on duty. But, by an 
amendment made in 1903 to the statute 
creating the Metropolitan Police force, 
the department is limited to 1000 patrol- 
men and 100 probationary patrolmen. 
Sergeants and men of higher rank are 
not inglded in these figures. 

The change in the working scheme so 
that patrolmen may be on duty eight 
hours instead of 12 has been informaily 
discussed by the Commissioners because 
they knew policemen were agitating it. 
Ai no time have they discussed asking 
for legislation to amend_ the 
which limits the force to 1100 men. Tne 
discussion has been only on whether %t 
was practicable to divide the present 
limited force into three platoons. 


Too Few Men Now. 


“We haven't enough men now,” said 
Commissioner Jones. “How are we to 


divide the force into three platoons now 
when there aren't enough men for two 
platoons? 

“So many men have been discharged 
for grafting and intoxication that we 
are short of men now. The law allows 
us only a hundred probationary men, 
who must serve a year. That’s not 
enough to-filt-the places of those who 
die, resign or are dismissed. 

‘At no time, day or night, do I feel 
there are enough policemen on the 
streets. They sometimes cover three 
beats, walking over an immense terri- 
tory. Something can happen at one end 
and the policeman doesn’t konw any- 
thing about it until perhaps he’s called 
up to explain. He has been at _ the 
other end of the territory and couldn’t 
possibly know what was going on. 

“Now, if we haven’t enough men to 
cover the beats under the present sys- 
tem, how can we do it under three 
platoons? 

‘We are making every effort to po- 
lice the city properly. We are taking 
precautions against holdups. There are 
25 detectives from the Central office in 
the West End. They belong down town,

“If it is practicable to establish a 
three platoon system, I am inclined to 
think it preferable.

It 
seems to me the arguments in favor are 
convincing, yet there may be something 
on the other side, to which my atten- 
tion has not been called, that might 
change my views. 

“We have never discussed the subject 
of amending the law so as to allow us 
niore men. 


Leaves Large Reserve. 


“There is one advantage of the three 
platoon system. There can always be 
& large reserve force, which now we 
do not have. In case of fire the re- 
serves do the extra duty, 
men being taken from beats, as !s now 
the case. 

‘On the other hand, the hours are no 
longer than those of many men whe 
perform severe mental and pliysica! 
work. It is not a detriment to thei! 
health. oPlicemen are generally very 
healthy. They usually increase in 
weizcht. 

“What we want is the best system to 
accomplish law enforcement and Pro 
tect the life, liberty and property 0@ur 
citizens, 

“The fact that the two platoon systen 
has succeeded so well in this cay and 
other cities proves it fis not impractic- 
able. If the three platoon system i¢ no 
impracticable I am _ willing to be 
shown.”’ 

Commisioner Biand said: ‘‘The princt- 
pal objection is the lack of men. We 
are Iimited. I would like to see th? men 
on duty only eight hours, if it can be 
accomplished with the present force 
But I see no way to do it, without leav- 
ing property unprotected. I have been 
away for five weeks and do not know 
what form the discussion has taken.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 27.—Through 
the first operation of the new inherit- 
ance tax law of Kentucky, the fortune

LONDON, Oct. 27.—A golden age for 
Sculptors has dawned. Artin stone and 
marble is more in demand than it has 
been for fifteen years, and for the 
first time sculptors have just founded 
a@ society which is exclusively devoted 
to their interests. 
“The Victorian era was a hard time 
for sculptors,’ said Percy Edsall, the 
secretary of the Artists’ Benevolent So- 
clety, to a London Express represent- 
ative. “A transformation has come, 
however. Architecture ig no longer di- 
vorced from sculpture. The — palatial 
buildings which have recently been 
erected, such as the Gaiety Theater, 
show many figures carved by the sculpt- 
oe 
But while the sculptor is doing well, 
there are many picture painters on the 
verge of starvation. To such straits are 
some of them reduced that they have 
been glad to take other work to insure 
existence. The favorite occupation of the 
hapless artists is to act as caretakers 
of untenanted houses. 

Artists Good Caretakers. 
‘T prefer them to the ordinary run of 
caretakers,’ said a Chelsea estate agent. 
“They have the artistic taste so fully de- 
veleped that they make the houses ap- 
pear bricht, tasty and attractive. The 
consequence is that they let much more 
readily than they would in the hands of 
sombre, stereotyped caretakers of the 
past.”’ 
Well known patrons of art are pest- 
ered by unrecognised and unsuccessful 
artists. Picture sellers, too, have their 
hands full in dealing with importunate 
painters, while hundreds of shops are of- 
fering hand-painted sketches: for sums 
as low as $1.25 each. 
But methods of ‘‘raising the wind‘ not

LONDON, Oct. 27.—A shark caught by 
George K. Pegy, a Grimsby fisherman, 


after a desperate fight in the North 
Sea, was on view ig a fishmonger’s shop 
off the Edware road and this story is 
to'd by the Express. 

Pegg was sailing his smack about 
four miles from Cleethorpes, when the 
shark was sighted and harpooned in 
the back by one of the crew. The great 
fish turned on the boat and attacked 
it furiously. 

At last, finding that its efforts to get 
at its enemies were futile, the shark 
dived, and, raising on the other side of 
the boat, swam out to sea at a rapid 
pace. The harpoon was still fixed in 
its back, and the smack was towed 
for some distance. 

Many times the boat was nearly 
Swamped as it was dragged through the 
Waves, but the fishermen held on, and 
at last the fish became exhausted. It 
again turned and attacked the boat, but 
more harpoons were used, and it was 
dispatched. 

Then it was hauled aboard, appar- 
ently dead, but when one of the crew 
approached near its mouth it made a 
vicious snap, tearing off. the sea-boot 
he was wearing.

English Money Situation a Fea- 
ture in the Local Grain 
Market. 


The financial situation in England 
has played an important part in do- 
mestic grain markets for the past 
week, hindering speculation to acqn- 
siderable extent. Many traders fear 


that the tight money conditions pre- 
vailing in England at present will 
spread to this country, and that they 
will encounter some difficulty in bor- 
rowing money at reasonable rates of 
Interest with which to carry their 
lines, and under these conditions trad- 
ers were not committing themselves 
to any extent either way. In the ab- 
sence of any speculation the local 
market was a tame and uninteresting 
affair, with its featurelessness the 
main feature. Trading was mostly 
among the scalpers, and while occa- 
sicnal advances were made based on 
technical causes, such as short cover- 
ing, 00d export business, and higher 
Liverpool cables, the buying power 
was always inadequate to sustain the 
advances, and as soon as the long 
scalpers began to sell to take their 
profit prices would sag back to the 
lower levels. Many of the traders were 
of the opinion that the local condi- 
tions were against higher prices at 
present, the stocks being much larger 
than at the same time last year, and 
increasing daily, the healthy carrying 
charges and the large run of local re- 
ceipts during the past week being 
ccnsidered bearish features also, and 
traders generally were wary about 
taking large lines either way. 

There being few large interests in the 
market, even moderate buying orders 
brought about small advances, but these 
were seldom sustained. On several days 
advances were made at the opening, 
and prices remain firm during most of 
the day, only to have values break in 
the last hour of the trading and decline 
steadily under the long realizing. 

Northwestern receipts continue to run 
light, and this, coupled with the unfa- 
vorable weather in that region, caused 
several temporary rallies, although the 
bears attributed the light receipts to 
the car shortage, and several wrecks 
near Duluth, which prevented prompt 
movement of cars. A big decline was 
made early in the week on the bearish 
Statistical news, the world's shipments 
showing an increase of 1,000,000 bu and 
the grain on passage an increase of 2,- 
000,000 bu over the previous week. Trad- 
ers were apparently loaded up with Jong 
lines early in the weck and became dis- 
gusted at the sluggish range in wheat 
and sold out. As there was little de- 
mand to meet this selling, prices de- 
clined steadily. Later, however, prices 
partially recovered from the decline un- 
der some liberal buying on the part of 
the shorts, of which there were a good 
number, and who were covering be- 
cause of the higher cables and advanc- 
ing prices in other markets. This was 
the only buying power in sight, but it 
was considerable and supported prices.

Corn and oats futures had very few 
features, both these grains following the 
fluctuations in wheat, and fn corn and 
oats in Chicago. Corn made an ad- 
vance early in the week in sympathy 
with wheat. which was strong at the 
time, and as offerings were very light 
in corn, this grain sustained its ad- 
vance to the end, closing the week with 
a gain of %@%c. December option, from 
being quoted at 404gc in the first of the 
week, dropped to 39%c, advanced ~ to 
40\4c, was dull at that figure for several 
days, and rose at the end of the week 
to 4lc.

Already thoroughly aroused by being driven 
from point to point by the natives, the lion was 
maddened by the pain of the wound and sprany 
for the hunter.

Not as Objectionable as ‘~The Clansman” 

A: OBJECTIONABLE as ‘‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’’ is to the majority of Southern 
communities, it has not met the oprosition which has lately caused the book- 
ings for ‘‘The Clansman’’ to be canceled. Kentucky has barred ‘‘Uncle 

Tom's Cabin’’ by statute, nut the other states are open. 

No state bars ‘‘The Clansman,’’ but the feeling is so strong in the South today 
that the play by Thomas Dixon, a Southe rner himself, which tells of the ‘‘Ku-Klux. 
Klan,’’ is just as effectually barred by public sentiment and has been outlawed in 
certain Georgia towns. The play was book ed for tours of the South previous to the 
Atlanta riots, but those events showed that it would be extremely dangerous to intro- 
duce such a play at this time. ‘‘The Clans man’’ was played in St. Louis last winter. 








At Arkadelphia, Ark., we found all our paper (lith- 
ographs and posters) torn down, but we played. 
This is a common experience in the South.

But the room is ‘ rapty.. Pacing up and 
ywn the fidor*is’ 4 v7 hardly past girlhood. 
she does not look very stispz. Her long brown 
chiffon veil is thrown back hom her face. It is 
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close that the little face is pressed next her cheek, 
she holds a baby, hushing it to sleep. 

After a while she laws it down gently in the 
little white cradle and stops to listen, but there is 
no sound, and the door still stands open. «She may 
come or go as she pleases. And, standing a min- 
ute over the sleeping baby, she looks into its face 
for the last time. It is her baby. She has given 
it birth and nurtured it. Its little body is healthy 
and flushed with the rose tint of palpitant life. It 
is not as though death had given her no choice in 
the matter. She has absolute choice. Either she 
may take the baby again to her breast and face 
the world with it, or else she may go out through 
the little low door and leave it forever behind 
her. 

Standing in the corridor beyond the little room, I 
watched this mother. She stood rocking the 
cradle for about five minutes, Her sobbing ceased. 
Once she stooped and kissed the little face on the 
pillow. Then, suddenly, she let the brown chiffon 
veil fall over her face and, turning from the cradle, 
went quietly out of the door and down the gran- 
itoid walk that led out to Page boulevard. And 
she did not come back. 

After she was out of sight, the sister went in 


touched a bell, and presently a nurse came anda 
took the baby away to the reception ward. That 
was all. It was a common case. Only one more 
mother who had deserted her child: only one more 


baby foundling in St. Louis. 

The sister smoothed the coverlet on the cradle. 
shook up the pillow and left it ready for the 
next one. 

“Sometimes we have several in a day,” she said. 
“And other days, none at all. But every year 
many are left with us. There used to be the bas- 
ket on the turnstile at our old home where the 
baby could be left. Then the bell would ring and 
we would go and take it in. We had to change. 
So many babies were left in the basket that per- 
sons came later to quarrel over. 

“We always leave the baby in the cradle for 
a few minutes, because some of the mothers change 
their minds. They will wait for hours, trying 
to decide, sometimes, holding their babies, nursing 
them and crying over them, as this one did, and go 
away. But sometimes, before they get as far as 
the corner they will come running back and catch 
the baby up out of the cradle and hurry away 
with it. As long as the baby is still in the cradle 
it is not too late.”

Now and then a strange figure comes to the lit- 
tle room, a lone, troubled figure. Out of place 
and incongruous, the figure will not bother over 
the appeal of the cradle, but will go straight to 
the sister in the office and hand over the burden 
it carries to her. These are the fathers. And the 
most helpless object in the world is a man witha 
week-old baby in his arms, trying to find out what 
it wants. They rarely want. to give up all claim 
to the babies, the Sateen It is only because the 
mother is dead, or has run away from home, that 
they come to the Foundlings’ at all, All they 
want is for someone to take the weak, fumbling, 
erying, blind kitten bundle out of their arms and 
care for it. so they ean go to work. 

Sometimes it is a sick baby that is brought by 
the mother, who has no “angie of caring for it any 
longer and catches at the slender thread of hope 
held out by the shelter of the white cradle. 

Sometimes it is a sick mother who comes to 
give up her baby to save it from herself. Some- 
times it is a deserted wife, left with more littie 
mouths than she can feed. Sometimes it is the 
woman who deliberately,. in cold blood, throws 
the care of the child she has borne on others, that 
she may be free to go her way. 

But most of the mothers are of that other great 
class, the ~unwedded,” as the sisters call them. 
And many a woman has walked the streets of the 
city holding her baby in her arms, with two ave- 
nues of eseape held out to her in her desperation— 
the river or the Foundlings’.

He only wanted the loan 
of it for a few weeks, as the wife had given_bin h 
to her first child and it had died. She was danger. 
ously i!) and delirious and they were afraid unless 
<he had a ehild to nurse and love the shock would 
kill her. So the sisters picked out the littlest baby 
of all, a pretty boy hardly a week old, and he 
was taken away in a carriage to one of the hand- 
somest homes. Even for a loaned baby it must 
have been a pleasant experience. For three or four 
weeks he was treated just exactly as the baby 
would have been that died, and the mother knew 
no difference. Then, when she was strong enough, 
they told her the truth, but the borrowed baby 
never back. In those weeks of suffering, 
when the clasp of its little hands and the touch of 
its yearning lips had been all that had held her 
from death, she had grown to love it as her own, 
and He is a boy at college now, and 
will never know that he was a foundling waif.”

And sobbing hysterically, she went out 
of the low door, carrying back to Julius the news 
that it waa too late. 

And that is why the receiving room is the aad- 
dest place in St. Louis. There is no appeal from 
its rule, once the choice is made. No matter how 
dark the clouds may hang, how extreme the need 
of the moment, how desperate the condition of the 
mother, she may never return and plead That vita! 
need as her excuse, and get her baby back. The 
choice of a lifetime stares her in the face when 
she lays her little one in the cradle and walks out 
of the door alone.

She may have married happily, and be an hon- 
ored wife and mother, but in spite of all there wil 
ring in hear ears the last cry of the baby she for- 
sook, and the memory of the little, frail) hands 
that clung to her, and she comes back to the 
Foundlings’ door to seek her nameless foundling, 
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CHEESE IN MY CLASS—j'M GETTIN’ 
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And here’s the richest lady 
In all the Loololand!
